A BE GINNING 
W ITH 
BEETS. 
It is learned from the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel that “ the enterprising farmers of 
the towns of Wauwatosa and Granville 
have reason to be grateful to Secretary 
Rusk for bis valuable advice in relation 
to their proposed beet-sugar industry. 
While promising them all the aid within 
his power, he cautioned them not to 
spend large sums in the erection of a 
factory before they fully convince them­ 
selves that the venture will prove to be a 
profitable one. 
The ugh he has good 
reasons for believing that the soil and 
olimate of Wisconsin are favorable to the 
production of beets with a high percent­ 
age of saccharine matter, he would 
have 
the point 
determined 
beyond 
question. 
He, therefore, ad vises the 
farmers to plant small areas of the 
btst varieties and subject the yields to 
tbmough chemical tests, at the same time 
oilerving the duration of the growing 
season and ascertaining the oast 
of 
trenching the winter supplies. la con 
elusion, {Secretary Rash directs attention 
to the fact that the chemist of the nation­ 
al bureau is already closely studying the 
beet sugar industries of tho country, and 
that his deductions will be published in 
bulletin fcrm for the information of all 
who are in aDy way interastei in the sub­ 
ject. 
The best way to crush the sugar trust 
and to make the sugar production of this 
country practical and abundant, is to go 
into the sugar beet industry with anener 
gy and inteliigenae that mean success. It 
has been demonstrated that millions of 
aorES intbe Uuited States are especially 
adapted to the growing of tho sugar 
beet. It is claimed that California, where 
the beet grows wonderfully well, can 
produce beet a enough to supply th 
whole ccuutry with sugar. 
lf the department of agriculture under 
the wise management of Secretary Rusk, 
will take hold of this matter and give the 
beet sagar industry a fair boost, it will 
bestow a special boon on the people of 
this country.

A THRILLING SEA TALE. 


E xp erien ce o f C aptain B rady, a F requent 
V isito r to P h ila d elp h ia . 
A familiar face again seen in ship 
ping circles tho other day was that of 
Oapt. J, R, Brady, wjio made himself 
tfery popnlar her6 as the master of the 
steamship Bengoro Head while she was 
engaged in service between this port 
apd Liverpool, says the Philadelphia 
Press. 
Capt. Brady has absented himself 
from this port for nearly a year, but 
has again entered into this trade as 
master of the steamship City of B9I 
fast, a new steel craft having all the 
latest improvements 
Since last in Philadelphia Capt. 
Brady has undergone an awful experi­ 
ence of shipwreck. 
He left the Ben- 
gqj'e Head in January and took com­ 
mand of the steamship Sumatra, and 
after loading a full cargo of caso oil 
lied for Hong Kong, China. All went 


C h ic a g o , Oct. 19.—It is asserted that a 
bold plot has been organized to rescue 
from tho trial court room Dan Coughlin 
and Martin Burke, on trial for tho mur­ 
der of Dr. Cronin. 
Several times there 
have been hints of such a scheme, but 
State’s Attorney Longeneckcr has not be­ 
lieved them till now, when he admits tho 
possibility of danger from this source. 
A number of strangers—upward of a 
dozen—dressed much as farmers and doing 
their utmost to appear “green,” have 
been hanging about the court room where 
Coughlin et al were on trial, every day 
since Wednesday, and probably before, 
and the conduct of these same ugly-look­ 
ing fellows was so studiously awkward 
that several reporters observed and com­ 
mented upon it to one another. 
Friday morning when court opened 
Judgo Longenecker took a sly squint 
around the court room and recognized the 
forms of several men who had been point­ 
ed out to him during the week as strangers 
who would bear watching. 
While making a study of the audience 
t^o of the strangers under 
suspicion 
changed their seats to ones further front, 
where they had a commanding view of 
the prisoners. 
At the same time it was 
noticed that Dan Coughlin’s attention had 
been attracted toward them. 
At once 
the expression on his face changed from 
the common pallor it generally wears to 
a deep flush. 
He exchanged a look 
of 
recognition with the two men. 
Longenecker soon caught the smaller of 
the two strangers making signs, which, 
from Coughlin’s animated countenance, 
were evidently perfectly understood by 
the latter. 
The pantomime lasted fifteen 
minutes, when the two men arose and re­ 
tired. 
A reporter, who had been an eye­ 
witness, and who understood the situation, 
followed them out on to the street, over 
to the south side, and to a saloon. 
As the men went out of the court room 
they exchanged signals with two men 
seated in the rear part of the room. 
These two had also been seen hanging 
about the room for tho last three days. 
In two other seats, where other strangers 
were located, there was a slight movement 
as if tho men understood thoroughly the 
actions of the two leaving the room. 
It was not long after this that the pair 
who had been recognized by Coughlin’s 
friends got up and left, closely followed 
by a second reporter, who at tho Palmer 
House ticket office beard them make in­ 
quiries for tickets to Vancouver, B. C. 
Returning to the court-rpom tbe re­ 
porter witnessed anotl^r secret commun­ 
ication going on between a strauger and 
Martin Burke, with Coughlin an interested 
observer. 
Judge Longenecker has good reason for 
believing that these strangers are not 
only friends of Coughlin and Burke, but 
that they are Clan-na-Gaels from Michigan 
come here especially to assist in an at­ 
tempted rescue. 
Tho plan as laid out was that on Mon­ 
day afternoon when the prisoners were re­ 
turning to the court-room from dinner 
the conspirators should jump up, throw a 
few handfuls of red pepper in the eyes of 
the half-dozen sleepy baliffs and begin 
firing revolvers off in all directions. 
At that moment Coughlin and Burke 
would knock the bailiffs right and left, 
grab a revolver from the hands of a 
friend, and call to the others to follow 
them. 
With the present guard the trick 
could be done in less than a minute and 
the prisoners be down on the streot, where 
carriages would be in waiting. 
The discovery of the plot has been fol­ 
lowed by the doubling of guards and the 
prohibition of all visitors to tho prisoners.

W a sh in g to n, Oct. 19.—The annual re­ 
port for the fiscal year 1888-89 of the 
commissioner of pensions has been sub­ 
mitted to the secretary of the interior and 
is now in the hands of the public printer. 
Following is a summary of the main fea­ 
tures of the report: 
There were at the close of the year 489, - 
729 pensioners. 
There were added to the 
rolls during the year the names of 51,921 
new pensioners, and the names of 1,754 
whose 
pensions 
had 
been 
previously 
dropped were restored to the rolls, making 
an aggregate of Od,675 pensioners added 
during the year; 10,507 pensioners were 
dropped from the rolls for various causes, 
leaving a net increase to the rolls of 87,168 
names. 
The average annual value of each 
pension at the close of tho year is shown 
to have been $181. 
The aggregate annual 
value of pensions is $64,210,552. 
The 
amount paid for pensions during the year 
was $88,275,113. 
The total amount dis­ 
bursed by the agents for all purposes was 
$89,131,908. 
In the aggregate 1,248.146 
pension claims have been flied since 1861 
and in the same period 789,121 have been 
allowed. 
Commissioner Tanner recommends the 
establishment of two additional pension 
agencies, to relieve the overworked offices 
at Columbus, Chicago, Indianapolis, and 
Topeka, Kan. 
He recommends that Con­ 
gress be asked to amend the act of June 6, 
1874, so as to extend the benefit of all pen­ 
sion laws as to rates to all pensioners 
whose pensions have been granted by 
special acts passed subsequent to said data, 
and that tho benefit of pension be granted 
to the widows of soldiers who died from 
causes originating in the service prior to 
March 4, 1861, during tho time of peace 
Ho further recommends, as did his prede­ 
cessor, that the act of March 3, 1877, be 
amended to as to grant pension to those 
who, having participated in the rebellion 
against tho United States, subsequently 
enlisted in the navy and were disabled 
therein. 
n’he injustice nnd unfairness of the act 
of Congress approved June IG, 
ISHO, the 
report says should be corrected. 
This act 
limits the right of pensioners to receive 
$72 per month to those who were receiving 
$50 per month at tho date of said act. 
No 
provision is made therein for granting 
said rate to those who were totally help­ 
less on said date, but were not receiving 
$50 at said timo, and none for those who 
have become totally helpless since that 
date. 
The anomaly is presented of two 
men equally disabled, possibly living side 
by side, the one receiving $72 per month 
and the other $50 per mjnth. 
The commissioner asks attention to the 
fact that the act of Aug. 7, 1882, which 
terminates the pension of a widow on ac­ 
count of immorality, makes no provision 
for continuing the pension to the minor 
children of the soldier when the widow’s 
pension is terminated. 
He asks 
that 
Congress be requested to correct this 
palpable injustice. 
The Commissioner 
earnestly 
recoin 
mends that whenever an invalid pensioner 
dies the usual pension be granted to his 
widow, or, if he leaves Ho widow, then 
to his minor children, without regard to 
whether or not his death was due to any 
ca rse incident to the service and line of 
duty. 
The commissioner favors granting pen 
sions to all soldiers who are disabled. 
He 
says: “ As tho war period rectum from us 
and age and its attendant Infirmities 
afflict tho veteran who served his country 
faithfully and well a quarter of a century 
ago, it is a very serious question whether 
the government does him justice in limit­ 
ing the application of the pension laws to 
those disabilities only which were contract 
ed in the service and line of duty. 
I ear 
nestly 
recommend that a pension be 
granted to every honorably discharged 
soldier and sailor who is now or may here­ 
after become disabled, without regard to 
whether such disability is chargeable to 
the service of the United States or has 
been contracted since discharge there­ 
from.” 
The commissioner also favors a pension 
for army nurses and makes an earnest 
appeal on their behalf.

D ow R a fts A re B u ilt on W h ich R ice anti 
G reen s A re C u ltiv a te d . 
In the month of April a bamboo raft, 
ten to twelve feet long and about half 
as broad, is prepared, says the China 
Review. 
The poles are lashed together’ 
with interstices of an inch between each. 
Over this a layer- of straw an inch 
thick is spread, and then a coating two 
inches thick of adhesive mud, taken 
from the bottom of a canal or pond, 
which receives the seed. 
The raft is 
moored to the bank in still water, and 
requires no further attention. 
The 
straw soon gives way and the soil also, 
tho roots drawing support from the 
water alone. 
In about twenty days the 
raft becomes covered with the creeper 
(ipomoea reptams), and its stems and 
roots are gathered for cooking. 
In au­ 
tumn its small 5Vhito petals and yellow 
stamens, nestling among the round 
leaves, present a vory pratty appear­ 
ance. 
In some places marshy land is 
profitably cultivated in this manner. 
Besides thesq floating vegetable gar­ 
dens there are also floating rice fields. 
Upon rafts constructed as above weeds 
and adherent mud were placed as a 
flooring, and 5vhen tho rice shoots are 
ready for transplating they were placed 
in the flooring soil, which, being adhe­ 
sive and held in place by weed roots, 
the plants were maintained in position 
throughout the season. 
Tho rice thus 
planted ripened in from sixty to seven­ 
ty in place of one hundred days. 
The 
rafts are cabled to the shore, floating 
on lakes, pools or sluggish streams. 
These floating fields served to avert 
famines, whether by drought or flood. 
When other fields were submerged and 
their crops sodden or rotten, these 
floated and flourished, and w'hen a 
drought prevailed they subsided with 
tho falling water and while the soil 
around was arid advanced to maturity. 
Agriculturartreatises c6ntain plates rep­ 
resenting rows of extensive rice fields 
moored to sturdy trees on the banks of 
rivers or lakes which existed formerly 
in tho lacustrine regions of the lower 
Yangtse and Yellow river.

Cleanliness is a virtue which is not 
supposed to be practiced to any lar^e 
extent among uncivilized peoples. 
It 
is a fact, however, says the New York 
Sun, that some savage tribes 
are 
cleanly in their habits, and in this 
respect are far superior to many peo­ 
ple who live in civilized lands. 
In 
scores of African tribes the daily bath 
is regarded as a necessity of life, and the 
first duty of the morning is to bathe 
in the rivur or little stream that flows 
near the native village. 
Many Afri­ 
cans never think of eating without 
washing their hands and face after 
the meal. 
This habit 
is 
5videly 
practiced, and has been observed, not 
only among such advanced people as 
the Wagand, but also among small and 
less promising tribes on the Congo. 
It may surprise somo people to learn 
that the use of toothbrushes is known 
in all parts of Africa. 
The African is 
noted for his fine white teeth, but ho 
does not keep them white without an 
effort. 
The toothbrush used by the 
native African consists of a short 
stick of fibrous wood, which is chewed 
until the fibers at tho end resemble 
bristles. The natives spend consider­ 
able time rubbing tho end of this little 
stick over their teeth. 
Mr. Ashe says 
that the Wauyamwezi, 
who have 
splendid teeth seldom have the brushes 
out of their monthes. 
We would think it very hard lines 
were we compelled to keep clean 
without soap. 
But many Africans have 
their soap, too, which, though it is 
soft and rather dirty in appearance 
answers its purpose very well. 
The 
Waganda, for instance, place Hshes in 
the plantain leaves, folded up in the 
form of a funnel. 
Water is poured in, 
and is caught as lye, and the mixture 
boiled down. Tho process is almost 
exactly the same as that used by our 
farmers in the manufacture of soft 
soap. There is little doubt that it was 
introduced into equatorial Africa from 
Egypt and the Soudan.

A GENERAL SHUTTING DOWN OF ALL TUE 


MILLS AND FACTORIES 


Od Tuesday next all the mills aud fac­ 
tories on the upper water power will shut 
down for the purpose of puttmg in a new 
system of gates in front of their wheels. 
This is made necessary in order that all 
using water for power purpose may com­ 
ply with the urder of the circuit couit, 
and the new gates will be put in accord­ 
ing to plans drawn up by Engineer Ed­ 
ward Rngar and adopted by the water 
power owners. By this system of new 
gates 
each 
power 
owner 
will 
be 
enabled 
to 
draw 
just 
much water as he owns under a cer­ 
tain head and no more. When there is 
a scarcity of water as ac present, water 
will be drawn in accordance with a rulei 
those owning first water, so called, being 
the last to shutdown. Mr. O. W. Dod­ 
son informed a Gazette representative 
to-day that all using power from the up­ 
per dam would put in these new gates,in 
accordance Kith a general agreement of 
the power owners, and in compliance 
with an order from the court. 


The oase of Charles T. fledges by bis 
guardian vs. Chicago & Northwestern 
railway company was tried at Elkhorn 
this week. It will bo remembered that 
the case was first tried in this oonnty 
and resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff 
in the sum of $30,000. The case was 
taken to the supreme court and that coart 
said that the damages were excessive. 
The case was afterwards removed to 
Walworth county by the railway com­ 
pany. The trial lasted five days and 
was sharply contested on the part of the 
defense in every particular. It is said 
that the defendant’s attorneys tn e l the 
cage evidently preparing for the supreme 
court. All of the arguments of Mr. 
Fetbers and Mr. Jeffris were caused to 
be taken down by the defendant’s attor­ 
neys in hopes that they might say some­ 
thing on whioh the defendant could bate 
an objection. This is a very unusual 
proceeding, and while Mr. Jeffris was 
opening the case, on discovering that, he 
informed the attorneys for the defendant 
that nothing objectionable would be 
said, but that they would try and make 
some good literature for them before 
they grt through. It was said by the 
attorneys of Walworth county that it 
was the most important civil case ever 
tried in the county. 
Fethers, Jeffris Sc Fifield appeared for 
the plaintiff and General F . C. Winkler, 
of Milwaukee, and W. B. Keep, solici­ 
tor general of the Chicago Sc Northwest­ 
ern road, Chicago, appeared for the de­ 
fendant. 
After an able oharge by Judge Wins­ 
low the jury retired and were out for 
about three hours. 
They had fifteen 
questions to answer on a special verdict ’ 
and returned into court rendering a ver­ 
dict for the plaintiff in the sum of $18,500 
The plaintiff s attoricys in view of the 
derifion of the supreme court only aeked 
for $25,000, and they are well satfitkd 
with the verdict although believing that 
$25,000 would not have been excessive.
